hig “ utmost faith and confidence” 
in Konrad Adenauer and said the 
German chancellor “ will stand by 
his allies and friends” m any con­ 
ference with Russia. 
Eisenhower 
also 
ex pressed 
to 
a news conference a willingness to 
stretch out a forthcoming big four 
chiefs of state meeting ov er any 
“ period that is reasonable” rath­ 
er than break it off at the end 
of'-three or four day s. 
But he 
st21 insisted there must be some 
time limit, to allow him to meet 
his duties as President. 
The United States, Britain and 
FYance hav e recommended that 
the conference be held in Genev a 
from J uly 18 to 21. 
Russia has 
not y et replied. 
But the Sov iets hav e proposed 
that Adenauer come to Moscow 
to talk about establishing diplo­ 
matic and trade relations with the 
West German republic. 
Eisenhower appeared to regard 
this as a mov e to draw Germany ‘ 
away from 
her 
Western 
allies 
through gestures of friendship and 
good will. 
He opened his news 
conference by tieing the inv itation 
to Adenauer to the establishment 
of the West German republic. 
He , 
called the bid a “ logical gesture.” j 
“ Now, of course,” he said, “ th e ; 
decision of what’s to be done about 
the inv itation is ex clusiv ely that 
of the federal gov ernment of West­ 
ern Germany , Chancellor Adenauer 
himself. 
The only point I want to 
make is that we know Chancellor 
Adenauer. 
We hav e the utmost 
faith and confidence in him, and 
we know one thing, that he will 
stand by his allies and friends.” 
And, he said, he is “ not a bit” 
concerned ov er the possibility of 
the setting up of normal diplo­ 
matic relations between West Ger­ 
many and Russia. 
He described 
Adenauer—who will be his lunch­ 
eon guest nex t Tuesday —as “ one 
of 
the 
great 
statesmen 
of 
the 
world,” a “ perfectly sound, sol­ 
id citizen, and I trust him to take 
care of the interests of western 
Germany .” 
Points To Limits 
While Russia has jumped on the 
idea of restricting the Big Four 
meeting to a specified number of 
day s, Eisenhower said there are 
constitutional limitations on his go­ 
ing away and stay ing as long as 
he pleases. He mentioned the need 
for acting on legislation enacted 
by Congress. 
The news conference kept going 
back repeatedly to Adenauer and 
the Big Four meeting. In between, 
it touched on these other topics: ' 
Reserv es — Eisenhower said the , 
military 
reserv e manpower bill, 
pigeonholed in the House after an 
anti-segregation 
amendment 
was 
tacked on, “ is more essential than 
ev er before to the security of the 
United States.” He said it is v ital, 
terrifically important, 
and 
“ we 
just must hav e it.” 
Minimum wage — The 
P resi­ 
dent made it plain he still is hold- 
iJ ig out for boosting it from 75 
to 9 0 cents an hour instead of a 
higher figure. The Senate shortly 
afterward passed a bill prov iding 
for $l minimum. 
Polio — The scientists now are 
all agreed on what must be done 
on the polio v accine program, the 
President said, and “ they are push­ 
ing it to do it.” Something was 
lacking that had to be corrected, 
he said. Eisenhower praised Sec­ 
retary of Welfare Hobby , accused 
by som e Dem ocrats of bungling 
the v accine program. He said she : 
was v ery wise in emphasizing safe- j 
ty and caution rather than mere ' 
haste.

Sens. Josep h Martin of Grand Island, William 
Jdetzger of Cedar Blu ffs and Amos Morrison 
of Scottsblu ff are the sp onsors of a resolu tion 
tsking for a Legislative Cou ncil committee re­ 
p ort on Nebraska highway s. 
Thou gh belated, it is a step in the right di­ 
rection. 
W# are inclined to think that the resolu tion 
falls short of getting at the heart of Nebraska's 
highway headache. Points Three and Fou r set 
forth in the resolu tion relate to revenu e neces­ 
sary for p resent and p rop osed imp rovements to 
the state highway sy stem, and p otential sou rces 
of revenu e for highwi^s. The two may be broad 
enou gh to do a workmanlike job, and if that is 
the case, then any criticism is u nju stified. 
When it comes to sou rces of revenu e, how­ 


ever, the fair contribu tion which one of the 


heavy u sers of the roads shou ld make is at this 


time largely a m atter of gu esswork. The tru ck­ 


ing indu stry u ses the roads. It feels that it now 


is contribu ting its fair p ortion of revenu e for 


the constru ction and maintenance of the high­ 


way s. 
What is a fair contribu tion from the 
tru ckers? 
It is a tou gh qu estion to answer in 
the absence of definite information based u p on 
the Nebraska scene itself. It may be imp ossible 
of determination. 
Bu t at least we shou ld try ; 
If the Legislative Cou ncil does u ndertake a 
stu dy of Nebraska highway s—and it shou ld, 
regardless of the decisions by this Legislatu re 
now in session—it shou ld be a stu dy aimed at 
ending stu dies.

On rare occasions, it ap p ears, a cool, clear, 
anmistakable grass roots voice can make itself 
heard above the din of Washington's confu sing 
u ndercu rrents. 
That ap p ears to be what hap ­ 
p ened when a Hou se ap p rop riation su bcommit­ 
tee dealt President Eisenhower’s Dtx on-Yates 
p ower p roject for TVA an u nex p ected bu t nev­ 
ertheless deserved setback which may be of 
only a tem p orary natu re or a stronger tonic for 
what seemed to be a lost cau se. 


Whatever it was that contribu ted to the su b­ 
com mittee’s decision, it was good. 
The news 
colu mns set forth that the su bcommittee’s action 
was ap p arently imp elled in p art by the an­ 
nou ncement of May or Frank T. Tobey that the 
dty of Memp his will not accep t p ower from the 
Dix on-Yates p lant and will if 
necessary constru ct its own 
p ower p lant. There are more 
way s than one to skin a cat. 
Regardless of the wishes of 
the p eop le of the Tennessee Valley , an attitu de 
made u nmistakably clear on occasions, Washing- 
ton, with the President filling a leading role, 
seemed determined to force the Dix on-Yates 
p roject down the throats of the p eop le TVA has 
served. 
It is not only the city of Memp his, 
a growing metrop olitan commu nity , that has 
been objecting to the Dix on-Yates p roject. Other 
Tennessee commu nities and the state of Tennes- 
ap ee itself have voiced sharp criticism. The con­ 
tract between the Atomic Energy Commission 
and Dix on-Yates was negotiated a y ear ago at 
the sp ecific direction of President Eisenhower. 
ObjecticHi to it locally and within Congress itself 
was based u p on charges that its constru ction 
was an invasion of TVA’s facilities and wou ld 
cost the tax p ay ers more than the p rop osed TVA 
Fu lton p lant.

makes it still an accep ted standard work on the 
su bject. 
It is strange that only in the last fou r or 
five y ears, in the advanced y ears of Dr. Con­ 
dra ’s life, althou gh he still is active and vigor­ 
ou s, that the p eop le of Nebraska cashed in, in 
the largest sense, u p on his labor. The amazing 
ex p ansion of well irrigation in a very large 
measu re can be attribu ted to him, and to the 
faith which he instilled in the p eop le ou t on 
the farms. 
Day and night in his travels over 
Nebraska he has been telling p eop le for y ears 
of the state’s vast u ndergrou nd water resou rces. 
And it has been in the last five y ears that Ne­ 
braska has made its most imp ressive advance 
in bringing many thou sands of acres of land 
u nder p u mp irrigation. 
We think of another great service Dr. Condra 
p erformed for Nebraskans, p erhap s u nnoted by 
them. His most u sefu l y ears in ou r ju dgment, 
came 
du ring 
the 
’thirties 
and

drou ght, du ring the absence of rainfall over a 
stretch of y ears, when p eop le were p u lling u p 
stakes and moving elsewhere. It was then that 
Dr. Ccmdra sp oke encou raging words in scores 
of towns and ru ral commu nities to bring fresh 
hop e and determination to p eop le. 


What the Ho use subco mmittee did was to re> 
J ect the President’s request fo r $6 .5 millio n in 
go v ernment funds to build transmissio n lines 
acro ss the Mississippi Riv er, co nnecting the $100 
millio n plant to be co nstructed by Dix o n-Yates 
with po wer lines in Memphis and o ther Tennes­ 
see co mmunities. Equally significant, the sub- 
eo mmittee by a v o te o f 8 to 5 pro v ided that the 
$8 .5 millio n be utilized to begin wo rk o n a new 
steam po wer plant to be built at Fulto n, Tenn., 
by TVA, a step prev io usly rejected. 


The m atter now goes to the fu ll ap p rop riation 
committee, which may or may not su stain the 
action of its su bcommittee. 
The time is rip e 
for a showdown. In an atmosp here of p omp and 
ceremony late last week, there was grou nd­ 
breaking for Dix on-Yates. 
If the p ower which 
it wou ld su p p ly is to be forced 
u p on TVA by the Eisenhower 
administration 
regardless of 
the wishes of the p eop le TVA 
has served, then this Congress 
sdiou ld sp eak withou t delay in su staining the 
President’s p osition. 
It cannot, however, force 
the city of Memp his to u tilize Dix on-Yates 
p ower. That commu nity does hold an ace card. 
It can bu ild its own p lant. Not only it bu t other 
Tennessee commu nities served by TVA can con­ 
stru ct their own 
p ower 
facilities. 
Then the 
President, who with some heat has disclaimed 
any intention of dismantling TVA or harming its 
op erations, will be forced to fish or cu t bait. 
At some distance, Nebraska, nevertheless |is a 
p u blic p ower state has a direct interest in the 
stru ggle now taking shap e. Ou r p eop le are seek­ 
ing a su bstantial loan from Uncle Sam, to be 
p aid back in fu ll as to interest and p rincip al, 
for the constru ction of a transmission line from 
F t. Randall in Sou th Dakota to Grand Island. 
Thus far, althou gh Nebraska’s congressional 
detegatio n has been legging it in su p p ort of the 
p leas of Nebraska’s p eop le, there has been noth­ 
ing ftip^ing. 
And that delegation can hardly 
ex pect its voice to mean any thing if when fu nds 
for other transmission lines, nckably for Dixon- 
Yates, come u p for vote, its members regardless 
of Nrt)ra« ka’s own interests vote to su stain the 
P retidtn t’s p lan.

Hebron, down in Thay er Cou nty ,

the commu nity which 
two weeks ago was 
levelled by a tornado. 
The money is for the 
relief of the stricken and for the rebu ilding of 
the town. 
Hebron u nderstands. 
Two y ears ago it was 
similarly stricken. In a few short mmu tes that 
p eacefu l, hap p y and p rosp erou s commu nity was 
knocked into p atches of ru bble. 
Many of its 
citizens were rendered homeless. 
Some 
lost 
tlieir lives. Almost all took severe losses. 
Bu t it was a brave Hebron that arose from 
the blow. While neighboring commu nities moved 
in with men and money the stricken citizens 
tu rned to the immense task of restoring the 
dam age. And with vision they set ou t to make 
something better than had been lost. 
The story of Hebron is one of the brighter ones 
in the annals of Nebraska. 
The town lives to- 
day with bigger heart and better facilities. 
And it rather adds a fine after-chap ter to 
learn that su ch a town is among the first and 
most generou s to ex tend aid and sy mp athy to a 
distant commu nity similarly stricken. 
It is 
carry ing on a great tradition that so nicely 
m arks the region—one of u nforgetting sy m­ 
p athy and tru e generosity .

American Airlines Orders 35 Turboprop Planes

I Airlines announced Wednesday the 
I placing of an order for 35 four-en­ 
g ine turboprop planes, the first 
American challeng e to British lead­ 
ership in the commercial jet-with- 
propeller field. 
The Lockheed Aircraft Corp. will 
make them, for 6 5 million dollars. 
The two companies .said delivery 
nf the new airliner, to be called 
the Lockheed Electra, will beg in 
in the latter part of 19 58. All 35 
I planes are to be delivered by mid- 
; 19 59 . 
The announcement was ex pected 
to cause other airlines, some of 
which have been sriously consid- 
ring purchase of Britain's Vick­ 
ers Viscount, to re-ex amine U.S. 
product possibilities. 
The joint statem ent from Amer­ 
ican and Lockheed said the Elec­ 
tra is of “completely orig inal de­ 
sig n.” It will have a cruising speed 
of more than 400 miles an hour, 
the companies said, g iving it “ a 
speed advantag e of 100 miles per 
hour over the fastest turboprop 
commercial airliner in service to­ 
day .” In a turboprop plane, jet en­ 
g ines are used to drive propellers. 
2,000 Mile Rang e 
Althoug h classed as a medium 
sized plane, the Electra will have 
a cruising rang e of 2,000 miles. 
It is likely it would be most use­ 
ful on long but not transcontinen­ 
tal flig hts, such as New York-Chi- 
cag o and Chicag o-Los Ang eles. It 
will seat 6 4. 
The Viscount turboprop was in­ 
troduced into airline service by 
British European Airway s in .April, 
19 53. 
It has a rang e of 1,700 miles, a 
cruising speed of 320 miles an

Disaster On The Blue 
The letter was from a fellow initialed N. C. 
After the customary greeting he jumped into: 
“ A businessman in Lancaster County , I long ago 
compromised a desire for a life of oceanside recreation 
with the necessity of earning a living where I w’as 
established and secure. Thus, I stay ed in Nebraska—in 
Lancaster County —and sought ex pression of my fond­ 
ness of water sports in hunts for the fish which swim 
in this state’s rivers and lakes. 
“ My experlenci* is that Ne­ 
b raska provides satisfactory fish­ 
ing, b oth in river and lake. The 
crappie are numerous, the b ass 
strong and the catfish truly a 
fighter favorab ly comparab le to 
the trout of western mountain 
streams. 
“But I cannot b ring myself to 
compliment a portion of the wa­ 
ters of Neb raska which I have 
found to b e rated vastly ab ove 
its quality. The water of which 
I speak flows in the Blue River, 
approximately five to 10 miles 
■orthwest of Beatrice. 
“For b eauty the area is sur­ 
passed b y nothing I have seen 
during my lifetime of fishing In 
many of the pub licized sectiMis 
of the country. 
“If song-writer Paul Dresser 
of “Banks of the Wab ash” fame 
had visited that section on the 
Blue, I feel he would have pro­ 
duced lyrics superior to the fa­ 
mous words which glamourize 
that Indiana stream. 
“But he would have caught no 


catfish in the Blue waters. 
“If Izaak Walton had crossed 
the Atlantic Ocean and traveled 
into Gage County where the Blue 
flows calmly, he 
would 
have 
found a stream with the challeng­ 
es which tantalieze fi^erm en 
the world over. 
“But he would have caught no 
catfish. 
“In five trips to the Blue this 
spring and summer, not only 
have I failed to lift a catfish 
from its waters b ut neither have 
I seen another angler accom­ 
plish more. 
“On the 
Blue I have felt 
nothing similar to the b ait-at- 
tacks which have announced to 
me the presence of many cat­ 
fish CHI many c ^ e r rivers. 
“Because 1 have confidence in 
my ab ility to catch fish 1 shall 
return to that section of the Blue 
again, b ut I admit that my re­ 
cent failures have casued me to 
feel that one river in the state 
has b een overrated as regards 
its fish stock.”

A union negotiator attending the 
Bethlehem sessions, however, said 
their meetings have been recessed 
after completion of union presen­ 
tation of its^ demands. 
The union man said Bethlehem 
asked for the recess and said, “ we 
want time to study the proposal, 
so we will be able to talk to y ou 
as well as listen to y ou when we 
meet again.” 
Bethlehem company officials and 
union representatives will decide 
Monday on a meeting time. 
No Significance 
The union said there was no 
special significance in the speedy 
presentation of its demands to 
Bethlehem. 
The company 
a nd 
union have been meeting for only 
about four hours. Presentation to 
U.S. Steel began Tuesday a nd 
McDonald said it will be continued 
Thursday . 
Joseph M. Larkin, vice presi­ 
dent of industrial relations a nd 
head of the Bethlehem negotiating 
committee, apparently ruled out 
any question of a guaranteed an­ 
nual wage being brought up in 
the negotiations.
